FRASIER'S WOUND DRESSED 
BY INTERN A. $, HARGROVE 


He Denies Emphatically the Charge 
and Says That He Was Careful 
to Remove All Dirt When 
the.Young Man’s Hand 
Was Treated, 


According to a statement made by Dr., 


Monroe Smith the death of Grady 
Frasier, aged 16. years; who died of lock- 
jaw at a private sanitarium yesterday 
afternoon, was due to. improper dress- 
ing of a wound at the Grady hospital. 
He stated that ‘dirt was left in the 
hand, whjch had béen’ badly mashed, 
and that blood poison set in as @ 
result. ; 
A. S. Hargrove, an intern at the 
Grady hospital, who dressed the wound, 
denies emphatically the statement made 


by Dr. Smith. He said; 

“When the young man was brought to 
the hospital I examined the wounded 
hand which had been mashed and was 
careful in dressing it to see that all 
dirt was removed, as I always do in 
such cases. I am certain that no dirt 
was left in the wound. After dressing it 
the young man was placed in charge of 
the physician at the Kimball house. If 
blood poison set in it could not have 
been due to dirt.’ 

Dr. Smith's statement is equally posi- 
tive. He says he was called in on the 
case two days after the wound had 
been dressed, and he states that he 
found unmistakable signs of. dirt. 

Hurt in an Elevator. 

On April {7, in the elevator at the 
Kimball house, Grady Frasier, who was 
employed at the news stand, mashed his 
hand. ‘He was carried to the Grady hos- 
pital; where his hand was. dressed. Two 
days later Dr. Monroe Smith was called 
in to see the boy. who was quite sick.

The boy had been working on the ele- 
vator and his hands were very dirty. 
He remained quite sick until Ilijs@ 
Saturday night, when blood poison set 
in, and after great suffering, he was 
the Baptist. Tabernacle in- 
yesterday morning and yester- 
day afternpon at 1:30-o0’clock he died in 
agony, 

Grady Frasier was thé son of Mr. and 
Mrs. V. B. Frasier, of 46 East Hunter 
Street, and a nephew of J. L. Heard, 
of Oak Grove district. 

The body of young Frasier was car- 
ried to Harry J. Poole’s undertaking 
reoms last night. Funeral arrangements 
have not yet been announced.

Boise, Idaho, May !.—Clarence . Dar-

a formal statement. It was anticipated 
that the statemént would be a drect. re- 
ply to President Roosevélit's ‘undesirable 
citizen’’ fetter, ‘but ‘tthe staftement is 
general and the references to the pres- 
ident are to former letters of the execu- 
tive. 

The statement in part is as follows: 

“We have been charged with kill- 
ing Ex-governor Stunenberg with a dy- 
namite bomb. Ovr trial is to begin May 
9 The dead of the asseisaination 
have been published broadcast for more 
than a year. The press of the coun- 
try, especially of that section of Idaho 
where we will be placed on trial, has 
bitterly denounued us and the Western 
Federation of Miners, to which we be- 
long. 

“We were not In Idaho for years hbe- 
fore the crime was committed. Under 
the law we could not be extradited 
from Colorado. -But in epite of this, we 
were arrested on a perjured affidavit, 
charging that we were in Icaho at the 
time of the commission of the crime, 
and that we tmmediately® fled from the 
state, and on this perjured affidavit, 
the governors of Idaho and Colorado 
kidnaped us in the night time, refused 
us an interview with family or a chance 
to appeal to the courts, and brought us 
on a speciaj] train a thousand miles 
from home and into a state and com-’ 
munity systematically poisoned against 
us by newspapers and officials. We 
‘have been in jail fourteen mo...8 and 
denied ‘bail, while constan..,» demanding 
a trial.

Harrisburg, Pa.. May !.—The most 
Interesting witness today before the 
commission, which is_ investigating 
charges of extravagance in furnishing 
Pennsylvania's state capitol, was Mrs. 
W. E,. Anthony, a widow of Williams- 


port, who tole @bout a deal with J. M. 
Huston, architect of the capitol: John 
H. Sanderson, .contractor for the fur- 
nishings, and others:who had attempt- 
ed to make contracts with her for ser- 
pentine marble from a quarry left her 
by her husband. 

‘They reftused to allow me,” said Mrs, 
Anthony, “50 per cent of the proceeds 
from a new company they desired to 
organize, but [ was given to under- 
stand that 40 per cent of that amount 
must be divided up among their 
friends. That would have left me only 
iO per cent -for the marble, so I Ge- 
cided it would be better to give it 
away and declined to negotiate with 
them further. The other 50 per cent, 
they told me, would be used for oper- 
ating expenses as the quarry.” sa 

Mrs. Anthony said that all cor 
spondence on the hegotiations 
been lost. 

Jacob Shenk a week ago. testified 
that the same men had called on him 
to negotiate a deal for the marble in 
his quarry. Shenk declared that they 
desired him to charge the state $!6 a 
cubic foot for the marble instead of 
frem $5 to $8, the price he thought 
would bring him a fair profit. It had 
been claimed, he declared, that the 
balance was to be divided “among the 
gang.” ~

commission unexpectedly anndéunced 
an adjournment for an iIndéfinite pe- 
rioc!: It was explained that they wers 
awaiting the report of auditors’ and 
several experts who are examining the 
capitol furnishings.

HEAVY STORMS 
IN MEXICO 


San Antonio, Tex., May 1!.-—A special 
to The Express from San Juan Batista, 
Campeche, Mexico, says: 

A hurricane of terrific violence swept 
over this. district “last night, entailing 
great loss of property and the death of 
several persons. The cacao groves for 
some distance up and down the coast 
are completely ruined, causing a loss of 
millions of dollars, crops of various kinds 
were leveled: to the ground and great 
trees in the forests were snapped like 
Pipe stems. It is feared there may have 
been heavy loss to shipping if the storm. 
extended into the gulf. The wind ap- 
parently started in the mountains and 
swept along the coast.

Alex R. Chisolm, Charged With Em. 
bezzliement of $10,000 From Bir- 
mingham Bank, Enters Plea 
- Of Not Guilty, His Law. 
yers Pleading Insanity. 


Birmingham, Ala., May |.—The trial of 


Alex R. Chisolm, former paying teller of 
the First National bank, of Birmingham, 
charged with having embezzled §100,000 
of the bank’s funds, which, it is alleged, 
he lost in cotton speculation, began in 
the federa}] court today. It is the second 


trial, a mistrial having been made in 
the case last fall because of the illness of 
& juror long after the trial had begun.

Through his attorney, Captain Frank S. 
White, Chisolm entered a plea of not 
guilty, Captain White explaining that the 
plea of the defense was insanity. The 
defendant in pleading not guilty, Captain 
White said, did not deny that he took 


borfwg under a delusion that he could 
corner the cotton market of the world. 

He stated to the jury how, under the 
delusions of grandeur, the defendant had 
| proceeded to speculate with the bank’s 
'funds, always persued by the hallucina- 
tion that*he haq been favored with some 
supernatural power to manipulate the 
market of the world. 

The offense, the counsel contended, was 
not criminal inasmuch as it wag done 
while the defendant was mentally irre- 
sponsible. 

Attorney Lee C. Bradley, in outlining 
the government’s case, said that Chisolm 
had proceeded in his speculations with 
intelligence and cunning, covering up his 
tracks successfully for many months, 

The first witness called was. W. P. C. 
Harding, president of the First National 
bank of: Birmingham, who, after testify- 
ing as to the employment of Chisolm and 
his successive promotions, proclaimed his 
work as paying teller, ang also told of 
the discovery last summer while Chisolm 
was away on his vacation of his short- 


| “The chief witness at the afternoon 
i'session was Bank Examiner S. H. L. 

Cooper, whose testimony brought out 
the fact that Chisolm during the 
,course of his operations had turned in 
'$137,000 to the bank and had taken 
away $233,000. 

He testified to being present when 
bank officials were questioning 
Chisolm, and quoted the defendant as 
Saying: 

“Mr. Cooper, they have got me at their 
mercy; that money was there when I 
left,”’ and later as saying to Walker 
Percy, “I ‘took the money.” 

Accountants of the bank were also 
examined to show that checks had 
been charged against certain accounts. 
which had in fact never been issued. 
The case will be resumed at 9:30 o’clock 
tomorrow morning.

Mr. McLarin has been in bad. health 
for some time and it is* now known 
that for several years he has expressed 
occasionally to hig confidential friends 
an overweening curiosity to know 
something of the hereafter, the other 
world. 

Violent Deaths tn Family’ 

In June, 1872, his distinguished fa- 
ther. William McLarin, died from a 
seif-infiictec. wound, whether inten- 
tional or accidental has never yet been 
known. His father-in-law, Dr. How- 
ard, also met a violent death, having 
been killed in a pistol duel on 
streets of Campbellton in 1866. 

No maninthe county is more popular 
than he. He was born here about 48 
years ago and has lived here all his 
life. He is a first honor graduate of 
Emory College and soon after his grad- 
uation read law here and was admitted 
to the bar, but never practiced law. He 
went into the ordinary’s office as an 
assistant to his uncle, the late lament- 
ed Reuben C. Beavers, who was ordi- 
nary of Campbell county for over fifty 
years.

Several Seamen of the Tacoma 
Injured at Santiago, 


CUBANS WERE AGGRESSORS 


One of the American Sailors Will 
Probably Die—Not One of Cuban 
Policemen Badly Hurt—En- 
sign Brisbin Among the 
Injured Americans, 


Santiago, Cuba, May I!.—The conflict 
here yesterday ‘between the sailors and 
police followed an orderly banquet which 
was given at the Cafe Leon de Oro by a 
party of first-class seamen of the cruiser 
Tacoma. 

At ! in the morning the men separated 
of them went to the Cafe 
Union. They were not intoxicated. <A 
police captain named Lay, who was in 
citizen's clothes, had been watching this 
cafe all the evening, with seven or eight 
policemen to support him. Fat about 2 
o’clock in the morning the seamen start- 
ed for the wharf with the intention of 
boarding the Tacoma. Captain Lay claims 
that the seamen started the trouble and 
the sailors claim that Captain Lay, with- 
out proveation, causeg the disturbance. 

Ensign Brisbin Cut. 

As the enlisted men had been hindered 
Dy the police on their way to the wharf, 
Ensign Brisbin decided to walk slightly 
ahead of the party. Suddenly he heard 
a revolver shot and immediately after- 
wardg the police charged with revolvers 
and machetes. Brisbin received an ugly 
cut on the arm and was felled to the 
ground three thmes. As the crowd of 
seamen came up the policemen emptied 
thelr revolvers at them, at the same 
time attacking the Americang with ma- 
chetes.

ensued, with the result 
that Henry L. Lee, a fireman of the Ta- 
coma, will probably die of a compound 
fracture of the skuil, caused by a ma- 
chete, and a gunshot wound In the right 
breast. Ten other memberg of the crew 
of the Tacoma were taken to the ship 
hospital suffering from machete wounds 
and clubbing. 
No Policemen Badly Hurt. 

Not one of the policemen was badly 
hurt, though several of them suffered 
from fist contusions. 

The captain anu all the policemen who 
participated in the affair have been sus- 
pended by order of the civil governor of 
Santiago, on the representations of Com- 
mander Tappan, of the Tacoma, and the 
American consul, Mr. Holaday, who af- 
firm that the lives of the American offi- 
cers and men who go ashore are not 
safe while such men are acting as agents 
of the law. Mr. Holaday js making a 
thorough investigation of the incident.

it too soon, nor should it cease in its prosecution of the matter until full com- 
pliance has been exacted. 

if Atlanta’s contracts for paving:of that class required a threeinch sur- 
face of asphalt above the concrete foundation, somebody has been seriously 
Commissioner of Public Works 
H. L. Collier says it has not, to demonstrate which he, with members of 
council, has had borings made at sufficiently numerous and widely sepa- 
rated points in the asphalt paving of different streets, and these, he asserts, 
show the average thickness of the asphalt at such points to be only one aad 
a quarter inches. 

Certainly such a pavement as this is a clear violation of the contract, 
and the contractor must surely have been &ware of it when the work was 
done. If that is the sort of pavement which has been given Atlanta, prompt 
and energetic effort should ge made towards compelling proper compliance | 
with the contract, even to the extent of relaying the entire asphalt surface. | 

Atlanta is learning some valuable lessons as the result of experience. 
The city bas learned that timely repairs must be made, if the life of a pave- 
ment is to be preserved to the extent of its full usefulness. The contract 
price of the Whitehall street pavement has, of course, been paid, as it was 
completed about five years ago; consequently it is impossible to proceed by 
withholding payment from the contractor, as Philadelphia recently did. .That 
city is now holding up $4,000,000 worth of paving contracts for the very same 
reason, namely, failure on the part of the contractors to comply with the 
specifications, and it proposes to fight to the last ditch to compel per- 
formance. on 

The new lesson which Atlanta must learn, as the result of Commissioner 
Collier’s investigations, is that provision must be made for inspecting these 
pavements, not only while they are being laid, but by abundant cut tests fol- 
lowing the completion of the work. These tests are infallible and upon this 
showing the city must base its action. Let it be known that full and spe- 
cific performance with the paving contracts will be absolutely required, and 
if the inspectiow shows to the contrary all payments will be withheld until 
the conditions are complied with. 

This question of street pavements is one in which every taxpayer in the 
city is vitally interested. There seems to have been too lax a system in 
the matter of making and carrying out these contracts. Now that the weak 
points have been discovered, and it has been shown that contractors are not 
always to be implicitly relied on, there should be no further difficulty or 
question about the city’s getting exactly what it pays for. And until it does, 


not one cent of payment should be made,

Editor Constitution: Georgia is the 
cnly state in the union which re- 
stricts state aid for education to 
the “elemtns of an  Enmelish educa- 
tion only’ and to the university. 

No system of education is complete 
without all three grades of schools, ele- 
mentary, secondary, superior. 

The public high school in Georgia is 
largely a post-bellum development, The 
attendance has increased from 22,000 in 
1876 to nearly 1,000,000 in 1906. 

The towns and cities in Georgia under 
local tax systems are developing effi- 
cient high schools, about eighty-two hav- 
ing been found of sufficient grade to be 
accredited by the university. The great 
mass of our people are still unprovided 
for. To stimulate local endeavor we 
need state aid—not state support—to lo- 
cal high schools in every county. — 

Our sister states are making rapid 
progress in this matter. Florida gives 
$750 a year to each four-year high 
school, $500 to each three-year high 
school, $260 to. each two-year high 
school. As a result the number of high 
school students has increased. from 2,200 
in 1903 to i1,000 in 1906. 
Virginia appropriated $50,000 in Jan- 
uary, 1906, for aid to local high schools, 
giving $400 to the four-year schools, 
$300 to the three-year schools and $200 
to the two-year schools. The number of 
high schools was increased last year 
over 100, and $300,000 was expended 
locally for grounds and buildings. 

South Carolina passed a law in Feb- 
ruary appropriating $50,000 a year for 
aid to high schools. 

Superintendent Martin tells me that 
within one month since the passage of 
the law he had over one hundred appli- 
cations for the fund. 

North Carolina has this month en- 
acted a law appropriating $50,000 for aid 
to high schools in that state. 

Tennessee and ‘Alabama have this year 
made liberal appropriations for develop- 
ment of county high schools.

A difference, with an emphasis, between 
prominent insurance agents as to’ the li- 
cense tax to be levied upon members of 
that calling, was mahifested during an 
adjourned session of the tax committee 
of the general council yesterday after- 
noon. : 

Refore the committee résumed the con- 
sideration of the tax ordinance for 1908 
where that work had ceased at the last 
meeting, Chairman Quillian announced to 
the assembly that he would be glad to 
hean from any one having a pres 
tion to make before taking up the or@' 
ance at the letter ww.” 

J. L. Riley, of the agency bearing h 
name, stated that: he wished to cali tae 
attention ~f the tax committee to that 
paragraph of the tax ordinance for |907 
placing a license tax of $200 a year upon 
insurance ‘rokers. 

“That sum,’ declared Mr. Riley, “is 
practically prohibitive. No agent working 
for a company or an agency in the city 
can possibly pay that sum an@ succeed 
in his work. That amount of license tax 
woulg simply put them out of business.”’ 

Mr. Riley then suggested that q nomin- 
al sum be charged, and in response to 
questions from members of the commit- 
tee explained the situation fully. 

Other insurance men, the actual agent 
or worker himself, were heard, and with- 
out an exception each asserted that the 
license charged in the ordinance of 14907 
would drive them all out of business. 
Among others who opposed the $200 tax 
was Eugene Oberdorfer. ang it was Mr. 
Oberdorfer’s presentation which brought 
to the surface a dissension among the 
insurance men, Mr. Riley taking issue 
with what the speaker was advancing. 

“T agree with the gentlemen who have 
been heard.’’ said Mr. Oberdorfer. “Two 
hundred dollars is too high. Now, in my 
Opinion, the tax should be a nominal 
sum. There are three classes of insur- 
ance, the accident, or casulty, the fire, 
and the life. Now, I deal in but one, 
the casualty, while Mr. Riley has all 
kinds. I think each class should be 
made to pay a separte itcense, and—’’ 

“Ry that line of argument,” said Mr. 
Grant, of the committee, “Mr. Riley 
should pay whatever that nominal sum 
may be upon each line he handles, while 
the agency handling but one line should 
pay for the one only.’ 

Mr. Oberdorfer assented to Mr. Grant's 
declaration. and that assent brought Mr. 
Riley to his feet, the discusgon growing 
quite warm, but yet of the most friendly 
nature, 

The committee announced that the city 
attorney would have to be consul‘ed, and 
stated that the wishes of the insurance 
men would be given consideration.

“|HURLED THROUGH AIR 
‘STEVENS MEETS DEATH! 


Narrow 


Was at Work on ‘the Coping of Andrews Building} 
When It Gave Way—Companions Have a 


Escape. 


URTLED through the airing down- 
H ward fall of seventy feet by the 
fdiling of a section of coping on 
the Andrews building, being constructed 
at the corner of Marietta and Magnolia 
streets, Albert J. Stevens, an English- 
man, was horribly mangled, picked up 
in an unconscious condition, and died an 
hour later at the Grady hospital, where 


he had been taken. 

At the time there were three other 

men working on the coping, and they 
saved themselves by jumping backward 
when the coping gave way. 
' Stevens was working on the Walton 
side of-the building. The ‘structure ex- 
tends through from Marittta to Walton, 
the building being four-stories on the 
former, and five stories on the vy alton 
side. 

Stevens. who was doing the ornamental 
brick work, lost his balance, and went 
crashing below, when the coping toped. 
In the fall he sought to save himself 
by grabbing at the freshly laid bricks. 
which gave way at his weight, and a 
human form with falling brick and mor- 
tar came crashing down together. 

Just exactly how the accident occurred 
is not known, unless the meén leaned 
too heavily against it. Stevens was all 
unconscious of danger, -unti] aAhe crisis 
was upon him Frantically he grabbed 
the bricks, as a drowning man grabs 


held hard and fast, 
could have held on, with 
jthe fall and the weight of his 
pulling him down. 

The speedy leap of Stevens’ three 
working companions alone saved them 
from a like death. It was one of those 
unlookeq for accidents that so frequently 
occur in thestaller building opesations. 

One of these was Arcéibald Christo-
